Tho Order’ is headed, “Authol- 
sation of Landing of: Animal for 
Exceptional Purposes.” . 

Tho Offices Scal of tho Minister 
ue “hereunto affixed” last Wednes- 

ay. 
In-the firat schedule attached to 
the Order the animal is described 
as “One goat, tho proporty of the 
Theatre Guild Ine, of New York; 
brought from the United States of 

Amaorica, and’to be landed in the 
Port of Plymouth from the ateam- 
ship ‘Columbus’ on or before the 
ninth day. of April, nineteen 
hundred and. twenty-nine.” 

Tho Order Jays down that “the 
animal” on being landed shall be 
moved forthwith to premises de- 
fined as a “Foreign Animals 
Quarantine Station,” nnd thera de. 
tained and kept separate from all 
other animals for 28 days. 

The second achedule of the Order 
describes the “Quarantine Station” 
as “Premises at Hls  Mnjesty's 
Theatre, Haymarket, 8.W.1 in the 
occupation of Mr, C, B. Cochran.” 

The Order provides that . the 
gont cannot-bo landed till it has 
been examined .by. a veterinary 
inspector of the Ministry, and 
certified by him to be free from 
syinptoms of contagious diesase.
